In reference to the Applicant's arguments on page 6 regarding the Final Rejection 

As stated in page 17 of the Final Office Action of February 22, 2006, the new grounds of rejection were necessitated by the amendments 
made on the claims. Therefore, the final rejection was properly made. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 

In reference to Applicant's arguments: "Rozen et al. provides no way of knowing who accesses information. Instead, Rozen et al. 's focus 
is on what information is provided" on page 7 
Examiner's response 

On column 10, lines 48-67 and column 11, lines 1-4, a record of the transmission is made and recorded in the participant' data file, 
therefore recording who accessed the data. 

In reference to Applicant's arguments: "Rozen et al does not disclose the associated password identified in claim 1" on pages 7 and 8 
Examiner's response 

Rozen et al. discloses a pin (password) given to a non-patient user (the requester) at column 4, lines 33-67 and column 5, lines 1-9. This 
is an associated password since it is associated with medical data of a certain patient. 

In reference to Applicant's arguments: "Rozen et al.'s system does not associate a PIN with any particular user of the system" on page 9. 
Examiner's response 

Claim 1, lines 13-14 recite: "the prospective password being associated with a user of the system". The claim language does not state 
that each user must have a different password. Therefore, as long as a password is associated to a user (any user), the claimed limitation 
is met. 

In reference to Applicant's arguments: "that portion of Rozen et al. does not teach anything about recording who made the changes" on 
page 9. 

Examiner's response 

The examiner acknowledges the argument. However the claims referenced in this argument are still rejected to based on their 
dependendce on a base claim. 
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
